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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 

1. In response to the Amendment received on December 8, 2003, the examiner, has 
carefully considered the amendments. The examiner acknowledges the cancellation of 
claims 9-10 and 12. The claim rejection under 35 U. S. C. § 112, 2nd paragraph for 
claims 4 and 8 have been overcome by the amendment and has hereby been withdrawn for 
consideration. 



Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant' s arguments, see Amendment, filed December 8, 2003, with respect to 
claims 1-11 and 13-18 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection 
of claims 1-10 and 15-18 under 35 USC 102(e) as being anticipated by Dunkle (US 
6,541,076) has been withdrawn. The rejection of claims 1-11 and 13-16 under 35 USC 
102(e) as being anticipated by Krohn et al (6.290,881)- has been withdrawn. The 
rejection of claims 1-11 and 13-16 under 35 USC 102(e) has being anticipated by 
Smetana et al (US 6, 350, 792) has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-8, 11, and 13-18 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner' s statement of reasons for allowance: The 
primary reasons for allowance is the inclusion of a conductive pigment comprising a 
mixture of (a) carbon black and (b) a pigment selected from the Markush group in 
claim 1 in combination with a photoinitiator blend in an electroconductive 
primer/sealer compositions for SMC parts. While the prior art. teach using conductive 
pigments in sealer/primer compositions for SMC parts, the prior art fails to 
expressly teach and/or fairly suggest a conductive pigment blend comprising carbon 
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black with graphite, nickel, and/or antimony-doped tin oxide (ATO). Therefore the 
instant application is deemed distinguished over the prior art.
